WASHINGTON, March 31.—(Exclé- 
sive Dispatch.} Representative Bell 
of California precipitated a hot debate 
in the House today by offering an 
amendment to the Syndry Cfvil Ap 
propriaiion Bill, providing that State 
homes for soldiers that maintain 3 
canteen shall not receive national ald. 
and also prohibiting such State homes 
from withholding any part of soldiers’ | 
pensions. There was a strong protest 
against the amendment when it was 
first offered, and in the debate that 
preceded its adoption into the bill, Mr. 
Bell made a speech, in which he sald: 

“In the State of California, the 
Board of Directors of the veterans’ 
home have adopted a rule by which 
they require every inmate of that 
home, as a condition preceding «uss 
admission thereto, to sign a contract | 
agreeing that while he is a member 
of the home he will surrender up uis 
pension; and that rule is enforced. 
When he surrenders his pension, the 
amount of that pension is ered to 
his credit upon the books im the office 
of the home, and he is thereafter per- 
mitted to draw upon that amount in 
canteen checks for the purpose of ob- 
taining mtoxicating liquors at the bar- 
room or canteen at the home. I say 
this system of conteen business in 
connection with the rule requiring the 
surrender of pensions, enables “the: 
Board of Directors o ne 
nearly every dollar of old soldiers’ 
pensions and permits athe State of 
California to speculate upon the boun- 
ty whith the United Sistes has gen- 
erously given to those Who desefve it. 

“it is to prevent thls abuse. that 
this amendment is offered. This sys- 
tem now in force is a.temptation. to 
the seven hunitired and fifty or eight 
hundred and fifty old soldiers iu the 
home in California and exhatets their 
entire pension money ip buying chn- 

I have a letter here from a mem- 
ber of that home, in which he states 
to me that the adjutant of the home 
will jesue to any inmate a dollar's 
worth of these canteen checks in the 
morning and another dollar's worth in 
the afternoon, and under such circum- 
stances they cannot tell me that the 
canteen at that home is the means of 
promoting temperance, or that it pre- 
vents indiscriminate drinking. 

“Under this amendment, boards of 
directors of these homes may receive 
these pension moneys and may hold 
them in trust for the old soldier. They 
may become a depository or savings 
bank for the accumulation of money 
of these old soldiers. Mf any soldier 
has a dependent relative on the out 
side, he may direct that his pension 
be paid over to that dependegt rela- 
tive, and he may, from time th time, 
in the discretion of the Board of D- 
rectors, draw upon the amount that 
remains to his credit. Upon his 
death, this amount goes to his repre- 
sentatives; or upon bis discharge 
from the home it is pald over to him, 

“This is a system that was good 
enough to be adopted im 1883 for the 
government and regulation of the sol- 
diers’ home in the District of Colum- 
bia, and it it is good enough for a sd} 
diers’ home in this district of Colum- 
bia, it Is good enough for any State, 
in this Union. 

“Now, gentlemen, I may say that 
the States must pay back to us one- 
half the money they receive for these 
pensions, we may lose something. I 
say you will lose very little. I believe 
the amount paid back did not exceed 
$40,000 last year. Why? This is the 
way they evade it in the State of Ca! 
ifornia: They only withhold 5 per 
cent. as assessment or fine for fall 
ure to do dining-room service. or 
that 5 per cent., they will give the 
United States government one-halk.
